DONE IN PHILADELPHIA

T FIRST glancs ons might think thers was

no connection betwesn the #lte of the

bullding whers the Fvening Ledger ia jssuad
and Sunday achools, but there In.

Bunday schools are now so common that thelr
exintonce I8 taken as a mntler of courss, and
yot only 100 yeara back they were so muoh
a novelty that they were belng studled slsa-
whare, sspecially In Engiand, with a view to
Introducing them Into this country.

And when It had besn declded to Introduce
them hets, the movement that was orgnanized
to support them had s home In Philadelphia.

Mow ths oconnectlon botween the Ledger
Rullding and this movement 1s simply this,
that the American Sunday School Unlon, have
Ing been formesd, mads the anclant bullding
then on this sits It headquarters, and remalned
here untll about &8 yeara ago. It reamoved to
fta new bullding on Chestnut sirest, near
Twelfth, from whioh location It agaln removed
only n few years ago still further westward.

But the aits was historle even bafore that
day. In the new visw of the group of bulldings
on Independence Bguare, which emballished the
Columbinn Magazine In 1700, there will be soen
in tha foreground an isolated structurs, namad
the Academy. Unfortunately it Is only the
rear of the structure that is presented to us,
but It 1s sufficlent to give us an (dea of the
character of bullding wlilch waa first erected
on this lot

This bullding was ereated for the lheh new
Academy of the Episcopal Church, just about
the time the forfelture of the chester of the old
Collegs and Academy of Philadelphia was ac-
complished, which, as It turned out, was a good
thing for all concerned, for that Institution
ralsed (ta hend agnin as the University of
Pennaylvanii,

The Episcopnl Academy, which still thrives
after more than a century of usoful nervice
in the eauss of education, was organized in
178, The Rav. John Androws was appointed
its first princlpal, and in 1767 the Institution
received Ita charter and also a grant of 10,000
nores of lnnd from the Btate.

Its firkt home was on Fourth street, below
Market, but this provided littla more than a
makogh!ft, and arrangements wera begun for
the erection of the bullding on Chestnut street,
west of Sixth. The site of this structure I8
coverad by the Washington Bullding, €12 and
¢4, Thoe bullding was still unfinished In 175§
when the Academy moved Into its new homa.
But, while the Fourth street house was t00
modest, this was msoon found to be too exe
pensive, and 1t wan gold In 1781

Subsequently It became n hotel, and suffered
severcly from the fire that destroyed Rlcketl's
Clreus at the corner of Bixth and Chestnut
streets In December, 1708, Oeller’s Hotel, as the
house was known, was the finest hotel In the
eity. Those historle banguets of the Franch
sympathizers, who wore the tricolor cockade
and tried to sing tho “Marseilinise” In French
as they waved lberty caps In honor of Cltizen
Genet, ‘were held here.

Talleyrand himself, while In the city, is sald
to liave stopped there, and the celebrated Doctor
Priestley honored these affairs by hls presence,
In thosa days the doctor redided for o time on
Alnrket streot, west of Sixth. There ls & long
ftory to tell about Oeller's Haotel itself, but
this is about Sunday schouls,

It wna quite & long time wfterward thut the
American Sunday BSehool Union came to thia
site, The Interim was filled by the bullding
Lbelng used for various purposes, part of the
time n# a bonrding house.

When the nincteenth century openad, strange
as it may alpear, there wis not g Sunday school
in the modern sense In thle country, There had
bewn such schools In England  slnce  Robert
Hualkes, n Gloucester, England, printer, opened
one in this elty, and set an example for Lhe
entire Chelstion world.

Itatkes' ldea took hold, for he seems Lo have
one of the firit to hove not only secn
the econnection betweon negleet and |gnorivnce
and but to hpve put forth a plan by
which this might be remodivd. Thia plan was
put into op tion . In sr In 13827 by
Vegrees the Wea spreoad all over England, Lon-
